COOK TRACT SOLD. 


Mononsahela River Consolidated Com- 


pany Gets a Large Additional 


Coal Acreage. 


By the sale of what Is known as 


thCj Cook itraet, situated, partly In 
Faj-ette and partly in Westmoreland 
counties, near Bellevernpn, to the Mo- 
nongahela River Consolidated Coal & 
Coke Company, the largest coal land 
deal In tho vicinity has been complet- 
ed. ,The tract contains 2S7 acr.ua, the 
price paid aggregating close to $350,- 
000.The Cook coal land has been the 
cause of a great deal of speculation 
among coal men of Western Pennsyl- 
vania .for a number ol years. It was 
owned by Joseph A. Cook, to whom 
it came down from Col. Edward Cook 
of revolutionary !anro. A dozen times 
in aa many years he has been on tUo 
point of selling, but held out, deciding 
tho property was worth more than 
wa3 offered. A tew years ago a deal 
transferring the entire tract for $75,- 
000 all but went through. 


The river combine has h mine, the 


Tremont, that has had Us workings 
up against the face of the Cook body 
of coal for several years. 
It only 


acq.ulros title to the Cook property 
now through a trade, but by this trade 
it gets tte coal at a much loss figure 
than was paid. The coal land traded 
for the Cook tract Is further down 
the Monongahela, but 
was 
bought 


several years ngo for $280 an acre. 
It is, however, said to lie moro valu- 
able than the Cook tract now. 


The sale was made to the Pittsburg 


& Westmoreland Coal Company. The 
first payment was ?10,000, with $60,- 
000 to be paid on delivery of Che deed 
and $100,000 to bo paid each year lor 
two years, and the balance to be paid 
in one year with Interest. Tho com- 
pany taking over the coal lias mines 
in tho vicinity of Balrd, near Mouon- 
gahol-a, where tha River Cool Compa- 
ny bad some big holdings. 


About throe months ago authoriza- 


tions were made for a number of Im- 
provements at 
the 
Trouiont 
mine 


These included 
the 
Installation of 


electric mining machines and. an elec- 
tric haulage system, asi well as the 
erection of a tipple for tho shliJptnK 
of coal by rlvor. Tremont Is tho old- 
est mine in the fourth pool, having 
been opened In 1847, and was about 
worked out. The purchase- of this a< 
ditional tract will infcare work for 
another 25 years. Wlion ready to ship, 
coal by water, which will be about the 
first of October, employment will be 
given to 500 men. Tho increased out- 
put will be 1,000 to 1,100 tons, or 
over 28,000 bushels dally.
